cannot fafl to regard the persistent ap- |
pression of American commerce &8 un- |
friendly, |'

That Great Britain acted illegally
when she took cases of aelzure and de-
tention out of the domaly of diplomacy
anc made them merely matters for
the British prize courts.

That the argument by Great Britain
for such action is Indefensible, beeause
It is based on the order In counell,
wufch Is Htself in fllegal policy.

That the estublishment of a block-
ade under the order In counell which
pretends to Include neutral .ports, is
not justified by International law on
the more suspiclon that neutral ports
may be made the basls for unneutral
acts,

That the contention of Groat britals
that cargoes may be secized and de-
talned on suspleion alone, without any
ussertion of reagonable proof, is abso-
lutely untenable under any form of
roecognized law of natlons.

That the United States has heroto-
foro given Great Britain notlee that it
would not tolerate ncts such as in the
packers’ case, which were based on
the Megal withdrewnl of questions of
seizure and detentlon from the cate-
gory of diplomatic questions. The
Unitod States has In fact Nled its
cavent, putting Grest Britaln on no-
tice,

no suggestion of an ultimatum or a de-
mand for a definite answor from
Gireat Dritain  within any specified
time .

New York, Sept. 17.—Alarmed by
the (nereased flood of threatening let
ters that continued to pour In on the
Anglo-French finance commissioners
at the Hotel Biltmore, the hotel man-
ngement doubled Its force ol detoctive
guards and advised the commission-
ers not to announce thelr movements
In ndvanoe,

is followed by two guards wherever
he goes, and they go ahout separately
to divide the danger of attack by antl-
ullies fanatics.

More than fAfty threatening letters
hinve boen recelved by the commis-
fglon, Thelr contents run the sesle
from abuse to threats agalnst the
lves of the commissioners.

According to Information, the Ger-
man attack on the proposed loan was
launched from the cover of American
cltizens of German parentage, natly-

Washington, Sept. 18.—The case of
the Allan liner Hesperian, which was
destroyed by an explosion about two
wecks ago near Fastnel, has become
practically a closed Incident at the
state dopartment, Secretary Lansing
rocelved the roport of the Qerman ad-
miralty In this case on Thursday, and
the department is disposed to aceept
the German explanation.

BERLIN FOREIGN OFFICC SAYS
LINER HIT MINE.

Government in Note to Gerard Says
No Submarine Was in the Viein-
ity of the Disaster,

Berlin, Sept. 16,—"The German dec-
laration that passenger ships will not
be torpedoed without warning unless
they try to escupe when summoned to
stop, or offer resistance, holds good,”
the rforeign office announced on Tues-
day, thus confirming the statement re
contly made by Ambassador Bern-
storff in the United States. The an- |
nouncement continues:

"As for the Arable there
seems (o be merely a difference of
oplnton about fucts, which does not |
affect the above mentipned principle.” |

The Gefman government, in a note |
to Ambassador Gerard, made a guali- |
fied disclaimer of responsibility for
the sinking of the steamship Hes-
perlan. On the face of the evidence
thus far at hand, the government |s
satisfied that the Hesperian was not
sunk by a German submarine.

The communication s a prelimi-
nary note, which may be supplement-
#d when all the facts in connection
with the Hesperian incident are es.
tablished definitely. The German goy-
ernment states that, on the basis of
the information thus far obtained, the
theory that the Hesperian was sunk
by a German submarine apparently
may be abandoned absolutely,

the time she was blown up. Further-
more, the point is made that the vio-
lenco of the explosion and the place
in which the steamship was struck,
a8 aet forth In the accounts of tho
fisaster.

STATE FIRE COMMISSION WILL
SOON BEGIN CAMPAIGN.

WILL REMOVE OLD BUILDINGS

Those Belicved to Be Menace Wi Be
Ordered Wrecked—If Owner Re-
fures, State Will Do It

Lincoln.—Parties who have old and
decrepit  bulldings around their
their premises which are nothing but
fire traps will now have to look out
for Fire Commissioner Ridgell will
soon be on thelr trail,

Judge Ridgell has returned from at-
tending the natlonal convention of
fire commissioners, at Chicago and
while there satlsfied himself as to the
right’ of a fire commigsioner to order
the tearing down of structures which
are a mennce to the nelghborhood sur-
rounding them as fire starters, Here
tofore there has been a question ae
to the right of the commissionar in
Lthe muatter and he has discovered that
every state which has had a test in
the courts of the matter has decided
that the buildings must come down.
Bome stateg give the fire commission-
er the right to tear down the bulld-
Ings himself, but in this state the
owner of the tmilding is first notified
and if he does not do the work the
commissioner can order the same
done and the expense charged up to
the property as taxes.

Apples for Nebraskans.

The Contral Frult Growers' associa-
tion is well supplied with apples this
year and har at present about
300 carloads of bulk apples ready for
the market. The early apples were
an abundant erop, but, according to-
members of the association, the late

apples will not be as abundant, The
asgoclation Intends to follow out
this year the system started last

aeason of glving Nebraska people the
first call on Nebraska apples, instead
of lettlnug the eastern speculators
zome in and carry off the cream of
the orchards, leaving local people to
take the culls or buy from Colorado,
Oregon and Washington. The plan
panned out so well last year that it
will be continued thisz year and Ne-
bragka people who desire to get the
real Nebraska apple can get in com-
munication with any of the apple
growers, or with the association at
Nebragka City.
Suggestion On Seed Corn.

Because of unusual conditions th's
year, many farmers will find it de
girable to practice early field seloe
tion of seed corn. Seed corn may be
safely gelected in  the stifft  dough
stage, If properly cured. The vitality
of corn selected earler than this Is
likely to be uncertain. Barly picked
sead corn must begin drying rapidly
at the earliest possible moment. If
left lying in a pile for as much as a
few hours the growth of mold is
likely te etart, In drying immature
corn, It 1s Important to keep the ears
from close contact. While drying,
rain-proof bulldings which provide a
free circulation of alr and a temper
nture above freezing are highly desir
able. Well preserved seed corn a
vear old is very satisfactory.—Depart
ment of Experilmental Agronomy, Col
lege of Agriculture,
